One Point Gained. 

According to Swiss reports, Ger- 
many began on Friday to with- 
draw troops from Rumania. Berlin 
came to an early conclusion as to 
whether Bulgaria would accept 
the Allied demands and abandon 
its associates. The Kaiser is ac- 
quainted with the calculating Fer- 


}dinand,and has no doubt as to what 


course 
risk became greater than the 
chance of gain. The Allies will do 
well to take warning from the dis- 
closure of Berlin’s want of confid- 
ence in the Bulgarian Czar. If he 
is not to be trusted to stand by his 
friends in the hour of trial he is 
not to be counted on to keep his 
bargains with his enemies unless 
he has to. 

It is interesting to note that of 
the fourteen points emphasized by 
President Wilson last January as 
essential to peace ‘‘evacuation of 
Rumania, Serbia and Montene- 
gro’’ was one, That particular de- 
mand is apparently in process of 
fulfilment so far as Rumania is 
concerned, Not, however, by good 
grace of Berlin, but by grace of 
dire necessity, With Bulgaria out 
of the war it was a choice of get- 
ting the German troops out of Ru- 
mania now or never, The other 
terms which the Allies must iim- 
pose to secure themselves and the 
world against a future outbreak 
of Kultur will be obtained only 
under the same condition—when 
Berlin has to concede them. The 
war. is not yet over, favorably as 
the battles are going, and will not 
be over until Germany under- 
stands that it is beaten, understands 
it so thoroughly as to be convinced 
that any future try for ‘‘world 
power’’ would be national suicide,

Mennonite immigration from the 
| United States to Canada took a 


|sudden start during this summer 
and has assumed proportions that 


attract nation-wide attention. Ap- | 


parently every one in Canada has 
knowledge of the facts except the 
Minister of Immigration, 

The Mennonites are a religious 
sect, who take their professions 
seriously and hold views regard- 
ling the duty of the citizen to the 
Istate which differ very widely from 
ithose commonly accepted; and 
| which if generally adopted would 
/permit the wreck of civilization 
| by barbarism. They interpret the | 
|teachings of Our Saviour as pro 
hibiting warfare under any and all 
cireumstaneces, There are many | 
other special features of their 
ifaith and ehureh government 
| whose purpose is to separate them 
from the community at large and 
} constitute them a peculiar people. 

They are industrious, thrifty, or 
derly, law-abiding (subject to the 
limitations above stated) and are 
very successful farmers. Some} 
branches of the church hold more 
extreme views than other sections 
in regard to the principle of separ- 
atism. It would appear that the 
branch whose members are now | 
investing in Alberta lands and 
transfering themselves and their 
| belongings to this country hold the | 
|most extreme views. While not 
communists, as are the Doukho- | 
bors, they co-operate closely with- 
in the membership of the church, 
and therefore are in a very strong 
financial position whenever they 
determine to purchase land and 
establish colonies in any particular | 
locality. 

Under peace conditions such as 
existed, and were the general out-| 
look of the world, before the pres- 
ent war, they were generally con- 
sidered as desirable agricultural | 
settlers. But with the world at war 
and every section of the Allied 
| countries needing every last ounce 
of force they can raise to protect 


jthemselves from destruction or 
|slavery the common outlook on 
the principle of pacifism has 


changed. Instead of its being a} 
harmless fad, it has become effee- 
tive treason, The rules that ap- 
plied when war was distant or for- 
gotten are out of date when the 
casualty lists occupy columns or 
pages of the daily papers and the 
need is still for more men, 

The Mennonites are good people. 
| We have many thousands of them 
jin Canada, The guarantees that 
were given thefa or their parents | 
j;at the time they came to Canada} 
jhave been lived up to. The good 
faith of the empire demanded that. | 
But this new immigration is a dif- | 
| ferent affair. We know better now | 
|than we did thirty or forty years | 
/ ago how urgent the need of fight-| 


|ing men may be. The conscientious 
|objector who comes to Canada now | 
comes—or should eome—under| 
| conditions as they arc aow. If the | 
| law does not provide for the exclu- 
sion of men who hold such views 
regarding warfare as the Mennon- 
ites do it should do so—or should 
be made to do so without delay. 
There is room in Canada for wide 
divergence of opinion between its | 
citizens on matters of trade, poli- 
| ties, religion and a thousand other 
things that create the intellectual 
| friction necessary to activity and 
| progress. But there is no room for 
|any more men who in the name of 
civilization and of liberty claim a 
divine right to stand aside while 
their neighbors suffer. wounds and | 
death in protecting their property | 
their rights and their lives, 

The problem of pacifism is a| 
matter for the Dominion govern- 
ment to deal with. The problem of 
separatism is one for the provin- 
cial government—especially in re- 
|gard to education, The position of 
the Alberta government is definite | 
and clear cut so far as any of the 
problems that touch their adminis- 
tration are concerned. The Minis- 
ter of Education has made a posi- 
tive statement on behalf of the 
Government that no special priv- 
ileges will be granted either as to!
